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Among  Turkey  Folks  in  the  "Show  Me"  State 

Judge  Hackett  Writes  Interestingly  of  His  Travels  Through  Five  Central 
States  and  of  Turkey  Growing  Conditions  as  he  found  them.

Three  full  weeks  of  travel  into  all  the 
most  important  turkey  producing  sections, 
addressing  seventeen  meetings  of  turkey 
growers,  was  both  a  privilege  and  a  pleas- 
ure. At  nearly  every  one  of  these  meetings 
I  met  those  I  had  previously  met  or  with 
whom  I  felt  acquainted  thru  correspond- 
ence or  show  publicity. 

As  usual  among  turkey  folks,  I  met  a  lot 
of  interesting  and  wonderful  people,  as  de- 
voted to  their  turkeys  as  could  be  found 
anywhere,  altho  I  was  somewhat  surprised 
to  find  up  to  75  per  cent  or  more  of  the 
growers  still  keeping  a  very  limited  num- 
ber of  breeders  and  raising  their  brood 
by  the  old  fashioned  natural  method. 

While  I  learned  of  varying  degrees  of 
success  in  applying  this  method  I  saw  no- 
thing pointing  to  the  possibility  of  ever 
making  a  success,  on  the  present  scale  of 
turkey  production  handled  in  that  way,  and 
thereby  concluded  that  in  this  particular 
case  our  good  Missouri  neighbors  really  do 
need  to  "be  shown."  Moreover,  I  found 
them  interested  in,  and  anxious  to  learn, 
more  about  modern  methods  and  practices 
of  turkey  raising.  At  this  point  it  will  be 
interesting  to  note  something  of  the  past 
and  present  status  of  turkey  history  in 
Missouri. 

Twenty-five  or  thiry  years  ago  it  ranked 
close  to  the  top  in  number  of  turkeys  pro- 
duced by  states,  and  this  was  vouched  for 
by  a  produce  buyer  at  Lancaster,  in  north- 
ern Missouri,  who  told  me  that  in  1904,  32 
carloads  of  turkeys  were  shipped  from  that 
point,  while  last  season  not  one  full  car 
was  shipped  from  that  point. 

At  the  present  time  the  state  ranks  15th 
or  16th  in  turkey  production,  which  means 
not  more  than  1  %  %  of  the  total  turkey 
crop  of  the  nation,  while  states  like  North 
Dakota  and  Minnesota  each  produce  ap- 
proximately 10%  of  the  total  crop.  But 
the  standard  quality  of  turkeys  produced 
in  Missouri  has  been  noteworthy. 

Since  turkey  exhibits  at  leading  poul- 
try shows  have  become  of  importance  and 
since  the  institution  of  exclusive  turkey 
shows,  Missouri-raised  birds  have  ranked 
high  among  the  winners  and  many  Mis- 
sourians  became  nationally  known  for  their 
achievements. 

It  will  not  be  out  of  place  to  mention  a 
few  of  these  breeders  here,  as  they  have 
been  known  to  the  writer,  among  the 
Bronze  breeders  of  high  rank.  The  late 
Judge  A.  D.  Walkekr  was  one  of  the  lead- 
ers. Mrs.  George  Fowler's  name  is  familiar 
to  many.  Mrs.  T.  J.  Moore  of  California, 
Mo.,  has  an  enviable  reputation  in  the 
production  of  prize  winners  at  some  of 
America's  best  shows.  T.  C.  Amos,  of  Rus- 


sellville,  has  produced  and  exhibited  win- 
ners at  the  All-American  and  the  Sheltons, 
now  in  California,  began  breeding  quality 
turkeys  in  Missouri.  Present  day  breeders 
of  note  will  be  mentioned  later  in  this  story. 

Our  first  meeting  in  Missouri  was  held 
April  13th  at  Bolivar,  a  little  south  of  the 
center  of  the  state,  and  bordering  the  north 
edge  of  the  Ozarks.  The  meeting  was  held 
in  the  court  house  with  an  attendance  of 
nearly  100  enthusiastic  turkey  folks.  Great 
interest  was  shown.  Here  I  met  the  largest 
producer  in  Missouri  so  far  as  I  learned:  a 
Mr.  Piggett  who  had  9500  poults  well 
started  on  his  500-acre  farm.  He  was  the 
only  one  present  who  was  growing  turkeys 
on  anything  like  that  scale. 

Mrs.  Gladys  Honssinger  was  present  at 
this  meeting  and  that  evening  I  accompan- 
ied her  to  her  home  place  at  Lebanon,  to 
see  the  fine  matings  of  her  famous  Bour- 
bon Reds,  and  to  see  her  take  out  pedigree 
trays  and  toe  mark  the  poults.  Mrs.  Hons- 
singer's  reputation  as  a  master  breeder  of 
Bourbons  is  too  well  and  favorably  known 
to  need  further  comment  here. 

That  night  we  took  a  long  drive  to  Hol- 
lister,  in  the  very  heart  of  the  Ozarks, 
where  next  day  the  meeting  was  held  at 
the  "Shepherd  of  the  Hills'  Turkey  Farm. 
There  is  so  much  of  general  interest  about 
the  Ozarks,  and  I  covered  them  so  thor- 
oughly I  have  decided  to  write  a  separate 
story  of  this  for  the  July  issue. 

"The  Shepherd  of  the  Hills'  farm  is  situ- 
ated on  a  high  hill  overlooking  the  valley 
of  the  White  River.  This  view  was  wondei"- 
ful  and  even  as  early  as  the  14th  of  April 
it  was  warm  enough  to  hold  the  meeting 
out-of-doors.  There  were  those  present 
from  Arkansas  to  the  south  and  from  Kan- 
sas to  the  west,  and  much  interest  was 
shown  in  the  talks,  in  the  several  matings 
of  Bourbon  Reds,  in  the  hatchery,  and  in 
a  new  brooder  being  built  with  outside  wire 
floor  porch. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  Brown  of  Ozark, 
whose  fine,  well  situated  ranch  we  visited 
later,  were  among  the  most  interested 
present  as  they  are  launching  into  turkey 
raising  in  a  large  way  for  that  section. 

Mrs.  Honssinger  is  supervising  the  work 
at  "Shepherd  of  the  Hills"  farm,  also 
teaching  turkey  management  one  day  a 
week  at  the  "School  of  the  Ozarks"  near 
by — more  about  this  next  month. 

Our  next  meeting  was  at  Lebanon,  Mo., 
a  town  known  to  turkey  folks  the  country 
over  because  of  Mrs.  Honssinger's  residence 
there.  Wherever  Lebanon  is  mentioned 
good  Bourbon  Reds  are  at  once  thought  of. 
The  meeting  here  was  held  in  the  fine  high 
school  auditorium  in  the  evening,  with  good 
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attendance  and  splendid  interest.  Mr.  Van 
Roy  Miller,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  Nutrena  Mills,  under  whose  aus- 
pices these  meetings  were  being  held,  at- 
tended these  last  two  meetings  and  had 
spent  two  full  days  traveling  with  us  thru 
the  Ozarks.  He  expressed  much  satisfaction 
with  the  meetings,  or  schools,  as  they  real- 
ly were. 

Our  next  meeting  was  at  Eldon,  one  of 
the  finest  little  cities  in  the  Ozarks,  and 
near  the  great  Bagnell  dam  which  makes 
the  Osage  river  into  the  Lake  of  the 
Ozarks.  At  Eldon  the  meeting  was  held 
in  the  Vocational  High  School  building, 
with  Mr.  J.  R.  Thompson,  professor  of  agri- 
culture, in  charge.  An  active  turkey  club  at 
this  place  was  reflected  in  attendance  and 
interest.  It  was  here  we  met  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
T.  C.  Amos  of  Russellville.  Mrs.  Amos  is 
a  sister  of  Mrs.  0.  J.  Shelton  and  it  did 
not  take  us  long  to  get  acquainted.  I  had 
met  Mrs.  Amos  in  California  previously. 
Here  I  also  had  the  pleasure  of  again  meet- 
ing Norris  Waite,  now  running  a  hatchery 
at  this  place.  He  appears  to  be  enjoying 
good  patronage.  He  is  making  quite  a 
business  of  hatching  poults  with  good  suc- 
cess. 

Our  next  meeting  was  a  special  one  not 
previously  arranged  for  and  was  held  with 
the  Central  Turkey  Association  at  Rich- 
land, Mo.  The  real  purpose  of  this  meeting 
was  to  show  our  All-American  films  which 
I  had  with  me,  and  altho  there  was  only 
short  notice  given  it  turned  out  to  be  one 
of  the  largest  of  the  series  of  meetings. 
Mr.  Parsons,  owner  of  the  hatchery  there, 
also  owned  the  tTieatre  where  the  meeting 
was  held  but  the  pictures  were  not  a  great 
success  as  the  projecting  machine  was 
faulty.  But  here  I  was  delighted  to  meet 
so  many  of  the  officers  and  members  whose 
names  had  become  familiar  thru  the  Cen- 
tral Association  Notes  in  this  magazine. 
We  were  indebted  to  Mrs.  Cecile  Davis, 
former  secretary  of  this  Association,  and 
to  Mrs.  Honssinger,  for  ai'ranging  this 
meeting. 

The  next  day  our  meeting  was  at  Cole 
Camp,  still  in  the  Ozarks.  Here  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  Mr.  Grant  Archer,  Nar- 
ragansett  breeder,  at  Stover.  Mr.  Archer 
having  exhibited  with  us  at  the  All-Ameri- 
can  several  years,  we  already  felt  acquaint- 
ed. He  brought  in  one  of  his  good  Narra- 
gansett  hens,  which  I  used  to  very  good 
advantage,  demonstrating  type  and  mark- 
ing before  the  meeting. 

Here  I  also  met  Mr.  Hugo  Meyers, 
prominent  Bronze  breeder,  who  has  made 
some  notable  winnings  at  the  American 
Royal,  Kansas  City,  and  who,  I  predict, 
will  become  one  of  the  leading  Bronze 
breeders  of  the  country. 

Beginning  the  next  week  at  the  thriving 
city  of  Warrensburg,  we  found  one  of  our 
largest  and  most  enthusiastic  audiences, 
but  preceeding  the  meeting  we  had  been 
entertained  to  a  fine  turkey  dinner  at  the 


Dyer  Turkey  Farm,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Odeil 
Dyer,  owners.  Here  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
handling  some  of  their  fine  Bronze  breed- 
ers, and  used  one  of  their  good  hens  to 
demonstrate  at  the  meeting.  These  people 
have  also  made  some  fine  vdnnings  at  the 
American  Royal  and  expect  to  exhibit  at 
the  All-American  in  the  near  future.  I  had 
met  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dyer  at  the  World's  Fair 
Show,  Chicago,  in  1933. 

We  were  now  working  into  some  of  Mis- 
souri's better  agricultural  country  with  our 
next  meeting  at  Boonville.  Here  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  again  meeting  Mrs.  Denny 
Johnson  of  Fayette,  another  prominent 
breeder  and  exhibitor  of  Narragansetts. 
Mr.  Johnson  was  also  present.  We  had  a 
fine  meeting  here  in  a  prosperous  com- 
munity. « 

The  next  day  our  meeting  was  at  Colum- 
bia, where  is  located  both  the  University 
and  Agricultural  College  of  the  State.  I 
had  visited  this  fine  city  many  times  while 
engaged  in  Federal  Poultry  work,  and  was 
delighted  to  again  meet  Prof.  H.  L.  Kemp- 
ster,  head  of  the  College  Poultry  Depart- 
ment, with  whom  I  had  pleasant  associa- 
tion during  the  Federal  Emergency  pro- 
gram. The  meeting  here  was  a  most  suc- 
cessful one. 

From  here  we  went  to  the  northwestern 
part  of  the  state  to  hold  meetings  at 
Unionville  and  King  City.  There  was  a 
little  less  interest  in  turkeys  in  this  part 
of  the  state,  yet  the  meetings  were  fairly 
well  attended  and  new  interest  created. 

Our  first  scheduled  meeting  for  the  last 
week  of  our  Missouri  sojourn  was  the  only 
meeting  where  attendance  failed  us  and 
that  was  due  to  impassable  roads,  from  a 
much  needed  rain.  But  this  meeting  was 
far  from  a  failure,  for  with  the  few  pres- 
ent we  had  round  table  discussions  which 
were  resultful. 

At  Mexico,  Mo.,  the  next  day,  we  had  a 
fine  meeting  at  a  feed  dealer's  place  of 
business  and  this  was  repeated  at  Fulton, 
another  thriving  city  in  a  good  section. 
Here  I  met  some  real  turkey  fanciers  who 
admitted  they  were  interested  in  "fine 
feathers"  on  "fine  birds." 

At  Middleton  the  next  day  the  agricul- 
tural teacher  from  the  high  school  brought 
his  entire  class,  many  of  whom  were  ac- 
tually raising  turkeys.  They  were  deeply 
interested.  Here  I  also  met  some  who 
claimed  to  be  only  "amateurs"  at  turkey 
raising  but  whose  success  was  signal. 

We  now  head  for  our  last  meeting  on 
our  regular  schedule,  at  Belle,  a  small  town 
in  the  heart  of  the  Ozarks,  but  enroute  we 
stayed  over  night  at  Jefferson  City,  capitol 
of  Missouri,  where  we  took  time  before 
leaving  next  morning,  to  go  thru  the  State 
House  and  to  view  a  most  interesting  dis- 
play of  historical  relics. 

Of  our  long  trip  thru  the  Ozarks  to 
Belle,  I  will  write  later.  At  Owensville  we 
stopped  at  the  largest  and  best  equipped

The  Worm  Problem 

It  is  pretty  well  agreed  among  practical 
turkey  raisers  that  to  solve  the  problem 
of  worms  is  to  eliminate  most  turkey 
troubles.  It  is  understood,  of  course,  that 
strict  sanitation  is  always  necessary.  It  is 
best  to  begin  actual  treatment  for  worms 
when  the  poults  are  from  six  to  eight  weeks 
old.  There  are  several  reliable  commercial 
products  on  the  market  that  are  available 
through  feed  dealers  or  drug  stores,  at  little 
cost.  These  remedies  are  safe  and  depend- 
able if  instructions  are  followed.  Treatment 
should  be  kept  up  at  regular  intervals  dur- 
ing the  growing  season. 

Feather  Picking 

The  habit  of  feather-picking  sometimes 
leads  to  the  more  vicious  habit  of  canni- 
balism and  this  often  develops  before  the 
poults  are  put  out  on  the  runs.  One  argu- 
ment for  putting  poults  out  as  early  as 
possible  is  to  avoid  the  feather-picking 
habit,  as  they  seldom  develop  this  habit 
when  not  closely  confined.  Once  started  it 
is  difficult  to  control  through  any  method 
yet  devised.  It  is  brought  about  through  the 
poult's  effort  to  free  its  beak  of  the  mash 
that  cleaves  to  it  when  eating.  It  has  been 
found  that  a  strip  of  one  inch  mesh,  one 
foot  wide,  wire  netting  strung  tight  above 
the  feed  hopper,  serves  the  poults  in  clean- 
ing their  beaks  and  thus  avoids  forming 
the  feather-picking  habit.  This  wire  should 
be  put  in  place  early  and  to  induce  its  use 
from  the  start,  mix  a  small  amount  of  the 
mash  with  water  to  consistency  that  will 
stick  to  the  wire.  They  will  soon  get  ac- 
customed to  using  it. 

The  Feed  Hoppers 

Beginners  often  ask  what  kind  of  a  feed 
hopper  we  recommend.  To  this  question 
successful  operators  would  have  different 
answers.  The  large  hoppers  with  space  for 
a  reserve  supply  of  feed  are  all  right  if 
properly  made,  but  with  the  best  of  them 
some  feed  is  wasted  and  driving  rains  will 
get  in  and  wet  the  feed.  But  rightly  handled 
they  are  great  labor  savers  on  large  flocks 
and  are  recommended  on  that  account.  But 
for  the  beginner  and  for  the  smaller  flock, 
the  common  trough  made  of  boards,  built 
so  as  to  hold  them  up  at  the  right  height 
from  the  ground  will  be  found  entirely 
satisfactory.  Build  them  six  inches  deep 
with  an  eight-inch  board  for  the  bottom. 
The  wire,  previously  mentioned  for  the 
birds  to  clean  their  beaks  on,  can  be  fast- 
ened above  center  of  trough.  Do  not  fill 
the  trough  more  than  half-full  to  avoid 
wasting  of  feed.  Be  sure  to  provide  ample 
feeding  space.  You  can  tell  how  much 
trough  room  is  needed  by  watching  the 
flock  immediately  after  feeding.  The  same 
thing  is  true  about  watering  facilities  and 
is  of  equal  importance. 

Watching  the  Flock 

The  caretaker,  to  be  successful,  must  be 
constantly  on  the  watch  and  keen  to  dis- 
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cover  the  least  disorder  in  individual  birds 
or  in  the  flock  as  a  whole.  In  turkey-rais- 
ing, more  than  in  almost  anything  else, 
the  rule  that  "an  ounce  of  preventative  is 
worth  a  pound  of  cure,"  surely  applies.  A 
sick  turkey  is  a  hard  problem  to  handle,  yet 
it  responds  quickly  to  corrective  measures 
applied  before  it  becomes  really  sick.  We 
see  the  effects  of  the  application  of,  or  lack 
of  watchfulness,  in  almost  every  turkey 
flock  we  inspect.  The  adage  of  the  old 
Scotch  shepherd  that:  "The  eye  of  th(- 
master  fats  the  flock,"  is  a  trite  one  and 
applies  just  as  truly  to  turkeys  as  to  sheep. 

In  rearing  the  poults  each  step  has  its 
certain  problems,  usually  occurring  by 
months.  June  is  when  the  earlier  hatches 
go  out  on  green  runs,  whether  limited,  or 
on  range.  When  brooded  by  turkey  hens, 
as  many  still  are,  the  main  problems  are 
to  keep  them  confined  in  small  runs  until 
poults  get  well  covered  with  feathers,  and 
not  to  let  them  out  in  wet  grass  or  cold 
rains.  They  should  be  shut  in  their  coops 
or  pens  every  night  until  ready  for  high 
roosts  with  their  mother. 

The  one  other  main  thing  is  to  be  sure 
they  are  free  from  lice.  If  the  hen  was 
well  dusted  two  or  three  times  while  setting 
the  danger  from  lice  is  remote,  yet  it  is  best 
to  make  certain  by  careful  examination  of 
both  the  hen  and  poults.  The  large  head 
lice  on  poults  will  soon  destroy  all  chance 
for  profits  on  the  brood.  Melted  lard  or 
sweet  oil  applied  to  the  top  of  the  poult's 


head  is  a  safe  precaution  and  but  little 
trouble.  The  main  thing  is  to  "DO  IT 
NOW."  It  is  so  easy  to  put  such  things 
off,  with  the  busy  program  of  the  farm. 

Artificially  brooded  poults  should  not  be 
taken  from  the  brooder  house  until  they  are 
from  eight  to  twelve  weeks  of  age,  depend- 
ing on  the  weather.  But  the  ideal  brooder 
house  is  built  on  skids  so  it  can  be  easily 
moved  to  the  range  or  at  least  to  clean, 
grassy  runs.  This  is  the  ideal  plan  for 
changing  poults  to  the  open  runs,  but  where 
the  permanent  brooder  house  has  been  used 
the  poults  must  be  provided  with  substan- 
tial shelter  sheds,  partially  enclosed  and 
with  provision  for  further  protection  in 
case  of  cold  rains  and  hard  winds.  Canvas 
or  burlap  can  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

Shelter  sheds  should  be  enclosed  with 
wire  to  protect  poults  from  dogs  and  mar- 
auding animals.  It  is  best  to  change  poults 
to  new  runs  early  in  the  day,  and  plan  to 
be  present  with  them  at  roosting  time  for 
the  first  night.  This  may  save  you  from 
heavy  losses.

Texas  Centennial  Poultry 

Show  Ready  for  Opening

The  building  and  plans  for  the  gigantic 
poultry  show  of  the  Exposition  are  rapidly 
nearing  completion  and  will  be  ready  a 
week  or  more  before  the  official  opening. 

The  poultry  show  room  in  in  a  fire-proof 
building  with  22,000  square  feet  of  floor 
space  and  contains  all  the  latest  facilities 
for  exhibiting  and  caring  for  poultry  and 
pet  stock.  The  building  is  of  concrete,  re- 
inforced with  steel.  It  is  well  ventilated 
and  well  lighted,  and  all  birds  receive  more 
fresh  air  than  has  ever  been  possible  at 
any  poultry  exhibit  I  have  ever  attended. 
The  coops  are  all  of  steel  construction, 
with  wire  bottoms  through  which  waste 
matter  falls  into  running  water  to  be  car- 
ried into  sewers.  This  improvement  is 
something  new  in  show  rooms  and  will 
establish  a  precedent  for  future  fairs. 

All  provisions  have  been  made  to  insure 
the  health  and  well-being  of  the  birds.  Ex- 
perts will  disinfect  all  birds  twice  daily. 

Unusually  good  opportunities  for  pub- 
licity are  attached  to  the  method  of  regis- 
tering birds.  The  Exposition  has  provided 
a  card  receiver  for  all  entries  so  no  records, 
will  be  misplaced.  Each  bird  will  be  handled 
with  an  Exposition  seal  band  on  its  right 
leg,  which  will  be  a  continuous  advertise- 
ment for  exhibitors  to  use  on  farms  or 
poultry  yards  in  town.  All  exhibitors,  for 
this  reason,  are  urged  to  place  their  own 
bands  on  the  left  leg.

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Second  Annual  Iowa 

Egg  and  Poult  Show 

This  event  is  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Iowa  State  College  Poultry  Club,  a 
student  organization,  and  is  sponsored  by 
the  faculty  of  the  Iowa  State  College.  The 
pui-pose  of  the  show  is  to  offer  opportunity 
to  the  turkey  producing  agencies  to  com- 
pare the  merits  of  their  products  with 
those  of  others  and  to  help  exhibitors,  vis- 
itors, and  students  secure  more  compre- 
hensive ideas  of  the  factors  involved  in 
quality  production. 

This  being  only  the  second  such  show 
to  be  held,  the  exhibitor  interest  was  not 
great.  Coming,  too,  at  a  time  and  during 
a  year  when  poult  demand  upon  hatcheries 
is  very  heavy,  producers  did  not  exert 
themselves  to  show.  It  was  felt  evident 
that  the  show  is  destined  to  grow  and  may 
become  quite  an  event  in  the  turkey  pro- 
duction enterprise. 

An  entry  consisted  of  10  newly  hatched 
poults  that  were  to  be  sent  to  the  show 
management  before  having  had  access  to 
first  feed.  Poults  were  weighed  upon  ar- 
rival, and  then  feed  and  drink  were  made 
available.

DIRECTORS  HOLD  SPRING  MEET 

Extensive  plans  for  the  future  selling 
operations  of  the  organization  and  in- 
creased consumer  advertising,  authoriza- 
tion for  the  publication  of  a  small  house 
organ  and  reports  on  the  turkey  situation 
in  some  ten  northwestern  states  w^ere  out- 
lined at  the  spring  meeting  of  the  directors 
of  the  Northwestern  Turkey  Growers  as- 
sociation, held  May  11  and  12  at  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah.  A  full  representation  from  the 
different  districts  of  the  organization  as 
well  as  from  the  terminal  marketing  of- 
fices characterized  the  meeting. 

The  report  of  the  manager,  Herbert 
Beyers,  was  noteworthy  in  that  it  showed 
the  net  worth  of  the  association  to  be 
$107,800.00,  an  increase  of  almost  $36,- 
000.00  for  the  past  marketing  season.  Mr. 
Beyers'  report  also  showed  that  the  ton- 
nage handled  during  the  past  year  was 
practically  7,000,000  pounds.  A  consider- 
able volume  of  breeder  hens  are  now  being 
shipped,  sufficient  to  bring  the  season's 
total  well  over  the  seven  million  figure. 
With  the  addition  of  the  breeder  hens  the 
year's  total  business  will  run  over  $2,000,- 


000.00.  The  report  also  brought  out  the 
fact  that  the  net  prices  to  the  growers  had 
increased  for  the  third  consecutive  year. 

Reports  from  the  various  districts  com- 
prising the  Northwestern  Association  show- 
ed that  in  general  the  turkey  crop  was  a 
bit  late  this  year.  While  several  of  the 
states,  notably  Utah  and  Oregon,  showed 
a  substantial  potential  increase  in  tonnage, 
the  general  average  in  the  terirtory  cov- 
ered by  this  organization  is  but  slightly 
above  that  of  last  year.  All  the  district  re- 
ports indicated  that  the  wholesale  increase 
of  production  that  appeared  so  certain 
early  in  the  season  had  not  materialized. 

The  increased  proportion  of  the  turkeys 
in  the  Northwestern  territory  that  are  be- 
ing marketed  through  this,  the  only  truly 
cooperative  turkey  marketing  agency, 
made  necessary  rather  extensive  plans  for 
future  selling  operations.  In  this  connec- 
tion a  plan  of  consumer  advertising  to  in- 
duce the  public  to  eat  more  turkeys — and 
particularly  "Norbest"  turkeys  —  was 
worked  out. 

The  directors  authorized  the  manage- 
ment to  publish  a  house  organ  or  maga- 
zine, to  be  mailed  to  all  the  growers  who 
market  their  birds  through  the  organiza- 
tion. It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  North- 
western to  bring  into  being  another  na- 
tional turkey  magazine,  for  which  there  is 
absolutely  no  need.  From  the  standpoint 
of  the  association,  however,  there  is  the 
very  apparent  need  of  a  private  periodical 
to  keep  the  membership  better  informed 
as  to  the  aims,  purposes  and  operations  of 
the  organization  itself. 

H.  P.  Griffin,  former  director  from  the 
Southern  Montana  district  and  past  presi- 
dent of  the  association,  was  made  an  of- 
ficer of  tne  Northwestern  Turkey  Growers 
association  with  the  title  of  "Field  Manag- 
er." Mr.  Griffin,  well  known  as  a  turkey 
judge  and  as  a  successful  breeder  of 
Bronze  turkeys,  will  have  charge  of  the 
field  operations  of  the  association. 

To  succeed  Mr.  Griffin,  Paul  A.  Wood- 
ward of  Willow  Creek,  Montana,  was  elect- 
ed director  from  the  Southern  Montana 
district. 

A  feature  of  the  meeting  was  a  tour, 
conducted  the  afternoon  of  May  11.  The 
guests  at  the  meeting  first  went  to  the 
Salt  Lake  dressing  plant  of  the  Utah  Poul- 
try Producers  Cooperative  association, 
where  a  waxing  machine  for  picking  the 
birds  has  just  been  installed.  Next  the 
Ramshaw  and  Poehlman  hatcheries,  with  a 
combined  capacity  of  from  12,000  to  15,- 
000  poults  a  day  were  visited.  Following 
this  the  directors  were  taken  to  a  number 
of  turkey  farms  where  different  methods 
of  brooding  poults  in  large  numbers  were 
studied.  Some  35,000  poults  of  varying 
ages  were  seen  during  the  afternoon. 

A  banquet  at  which  growers  from  some 
14  western  states  were  represented  and  an 
open  forum  for  the  discussion  of  the  topic 
of  "'Servicing  Turkey  Flocks"  were  other 
interesting  features  of  the  meeting.

It's  a  gen- 
eral invitation  to  all  growers  of  Nari-agan- 
sett.  White  Holland,  Slate,  Black  and 
Bronze.  We  will  be  seeing  you  there. 


As  I  am  writing  this  in  the  hatchery, 
the  young  turkey  poults  are  singing  their 
song  of  triumph  after  being  penned  up  in 
their  shells  for  four  weeks  of  lazying 
around  in  the  heat.  It  seems  good  to  hear 
the  animated  peep-peep  and  see  the  bright, 
beady  eyes  looking  around  for  something 
to  do.  Somehow  or  other,  it  doesn't  seem 
like  spring  or  summer  is  complete  until 
the  first  poults  make  their  appearance  and 
we  can  start  cleaning  brooder  houses,  feed- 
ers, water  fountains,  and  do  (all  other 
chores  connected  with  our  hobby,  the  tur- 
key. I  am  custom  hatching  turkey  eggs 
only  and  it  is  surprising  what  a  difference 
there  is  in  eggs  from  different  flocks.  A 
lot  has  been  written  about  taking  care  of 
breeding  stock  to  produce  the  best  results 
in  eggs  and  poults  but  I  am  sure  a  lot  more 
can  be  said  and  done  to  convince  people 
that  only  the  best  of  stock  should  be  kept 
for  breeding  purposes.  Eggs  from  well  bred 
up  stock  are  uniform  in  size  and  the  shells 
are  of  fine  texture  and  smooth. 

Porous  and  rough  shelled  eggs  will  not 
hatch  as  they  dry  out  too  much  in  spite 
of  amount  of  moisture  you  use.  Another 
thing,  eggs  that  are  clean  from  the  pens 
have  a  better  chance  of  hatching  than 
soiled  ones.  The  turkey  needs  the  best  of 
care  from  the  time  it's  a  poult  until  it 
reproduces  itself  the  next  season.  So  do 
take  special  care  in  feeding,  selection  of 
breeders,  winter  housing,  winter  feeding, 
care  of  pens  in  the  spring  and  care  of  eggs 
until  they  are  put  in  the  incubators.  Last 
but  not  least  get  only  standard  bred  stock 
for  breeders.

SLIP  COVERS 

The  month  of  June  brings  us  so  many 
outdoor  pleasui-es,  in  the  garden  among 
the  spring  flowers.  But  we  want  a  cool 
refreshing  atmosphere  and  some  change 
from  winter's  warm  and  comfy  look  in- 
side the  home.  Nothing  will  make  this 
change  better  or  with  less  expense  than 
slip  covers. 

In  most  every  home  there  is  an  old  Mor- 
ris or  other  type  of  comfortable  chair 
every  member  of  the  family  enjoys,  that 
with  constant  wear  becomes  almost  shab- 
by, and  here  especially  a  slip  cover 
"brightens  up  the  corner"  and  adds  much 
of  the  cool  summer  look  to  your  room. 

There  are  many  of  the  pretty  pre-shrunk 
materials  now,  and  covers  ready-made  or 
made  at  home  from  directions  for  putting 
them  together  obtained  at  almost  any  pat- 
tern counter.  Quality  and  color  of  materi- 
als should  be  chosen  to  conform  to  the 
size  and  style  of  the  piece  of  furniture  to 
be  covered.  Just  now  tailored  slip-covers 
are  much  used  and  more  durable.  Materials 
in  linens,  rayons  and  chintzes  are  used 
and  such  informal  wash  materials  as 
checks,  plaids  and  dots  can  be  jolly  in  some 
rooms,  with  color  corresponding  with 
drapes  or  other  things  in  the  room. 

A  slip  cover  can  introduce  the  popular 
white  and  delicately  tinted  formal  fabrics, 
and  can  be  laundered  to  look  fresh  and 
new.

HINTS  THAT  HELP 

There  is  a  musical-toned  terrace  bell  that 
can  be  screwed  to  the  house  or  a  post,  that 
is  a  good  way  to  call  the  men  and  children 
to  dinner. 

To  remove  the  cloudiness  which  comes  over 
high-polished    furniture,    wash    it    with  a 


sponge  and  tepid  water  and  rub  it  dry  with 
a  wet  chamois  wrung  out  of  cold  water.  A 
dry  chamois  streaks  the  surface  and  does 
not  remove  the  blur. 

"When  adding  dates  to  mixtures  to  be 
cooked,  soak  the  dates  in  enough  water  to 
cover  them,  remove  the  stones  and  the  dates 
will  be  soft  and  blend  well  with  the  other 
ingredients. 

A  teaspoon  of  vinegar  added  to  the  water 
when  boiling  old  potatoes  will  prevent  them 
from  turning  black.

AMONG  TURKEY  FOLKS 

IN  "SHOW  ME"  STATE 

(Continued  from  page  4) 

turkey  farm  I  saw  during  my  whole  six 
weeks,  thru  five  states,  that  of  Mr.  Otto 
P.  Henneke,  long  time  subscriber  to  the 
American  Turkey  Journal.  Altho  exceed- 
ingly busy  making  brooder  houses  ready 
ior  3,000  poults  just  hatching,  we  were 


made  very  welcome  to  look  over  1000 
poults  already  well  started  and  650  breed- 
ing hens  and  100  toms  in  his  breeding 
yards.  Mr.  Henneke  believes  in  good  color 
as  well  as  good  type  in  his  Bronze,  and 
he  has  it. 

Belle  was  the  last  meeting  on  our  regu- 
lar schedule  but  a  petition  had  gone  in 
from  the  little  town  of  Republic,  in  the 
southwest  section  of  the  state,  asking  for 
a  meeting  there,  and  the  request  was  grant- 
ed. From  Belle  we  had  a  150  mile  drive, 
most  of  the  way  thru  the  Ozarks,  to  reach 
Springfield  where  we  stayed  over  night. 
Springfield  appealed  to  me  as  being  one 
of  the  finest  cities  in  the  state  and  located 
in  what  appeared  to  be  one  of  the  best 
and  most  prosperous  sections. 

Enroute  to  Republic,  sixteen  miles  from 
Springfield,  we  called  at  the  turkey  farm 
of  Mrs.  E.  B.  Wells,  who  raises  both  Bronze 
and  Narragansetts.  Mrs.  Wells  is  a  very 
enthusiastic  turkey  raiser  and  has  her  place 
well  fenced  and  well  equipped.  She  is  rais- 
ing the  best  quality  stock  she  has  been 
able  to  secure,  and  it  is  above  the  average, 
but  she  is  not  going  to  be  satisfied  with 
anything  but  the  best,  altho  market  stock 
of  highest  quality  is  her  real  goal.  She 
raises  several  hundred  each  season  and  sells 
practically  all  of  them  at  retail  to  special 
customers  in  the  large  cities,  some  going 
to  New  York  City.  She  finds  it  desirable 
to  keep  Narragansetts  with  which  to  fill 
the  earlier  orders  while  the  Bronze  fill  the 
requirements  for  larger  birds  later.  She 
finds  her  method  of  marketing  profitable 
and  satisfactory. 

Mrs.  Wells  is  a  leader  in  her  community 
and  did  a  fine  job  presiding  at  the  turkey 
school  meeting.  It  was  May  2nd  and  the 
day  was  perfect  after  a  fine  rain.  Fields 
were  green  and  trees  in  almost  full  leaf. 
The  meeting  was  held  in  the  afternoon  in 
a  large  auditorium  at  the  high  school 
building.  There  was  a  large  attendance  of 
very  interested  turkeys  folks,  the  setting 
perfect  for  the  final  session  of  this  splen- 
did series  of  32  meetings  at  which  I  had 
met  more  than  2000  of  the  best  and  most 
progressive  turkey  growers  in  five  states. 

To  all  these  I  had  not  urged  the  raising 
of  more  turkeys,  but  better  turkeys,  thru 
better  breeding  stock,  carefully  selected 
and  mated,  and  more  economical  produc- 
tion thru  better  management. 

If  the  results  of  these  meetings  measure 
up  to  their  possibilities  surely  the  turkey 
growei's  over  the  big  teritory  covered 
should  feel  grateful  to  Nutrena  Mills  for 
unselfishly  providing  this  educational  pro- 
gram for  the  betterment  of  turkey  pro- 
duction in  this  central  section  of  this 
country.
